der to bring up reinforcements be- 
fore resuming the offensive. 

“By several strong counter- 
blows. our troops not only foiled 
the second German offensive, but 
totally routed a German tank divi- 
sion, throwing the enemy back 
from Yartsevo. and occupled the 
entire eastern bank of the River 
Vop.” 

The General says: “The Nazis 
realised they would not reach 
Moscow by way of Yartsevo and

“They brought up three infan- 
try divisions with large numbers 
of tanks and artillery for shelling 
Smolensk, and ensuring the con- 
centrations of their main forces in 
the Yelnia area. 


Tanks In Reserve

Foreign traders estimate that 
Russia has $50,000,000 in  car- 
marked gold and in credits avail- 
able here to pay for goods. 
Difficulties of transportation may 
make it impossible for her to re- 
plenish the funds from her own 
large stocks of gotd whiie the war 
is on, but exporters are confident 
that credits will be made avuilable 
to her either under the lend-leuse 
act or by other means. . 


U.S. Import 
Soviet Goods 


A report which circulated here 
recently and found ready accep- 
tance amone exporters was that 
America will contract for large 
quantities of such Russian com- 
modities as manganese, coal, pla- 
tinum, jewels for industrial uses, 
tobacco and other goods for deli- 
very after the war. Payment for 
the products would be made at 
once and create a fund from which 
Russia could draw in paying for 
the goods she needs now. 


Other “rush” items on the So- 
viet list of supplies are aircraft, 
including long-range bombers; 
certain types of artillery, together 
with the necessary ammunition, 
and quantities of scientific instru- 
ments ranging from those used in 
aeroplanes to heat-measuring ap- 
paratus required in the production 
of steel and other metals. Russia 
also would like quantities of coo- 
per, aluminium, brass and oil well 
and oil processing equipment, 


The Amtorg Trading Corpora- 
tion, buying and selling agency 
here for the Russlan Government 
for years, has been designated as 
buying commission for Soviet 
war-time needs. According to ar- 
rangements reported conciuded in 
Washington, the agency will 
be granted whatever export 
licences are required on ship- 
ments of materials to Russia,

Field Flasks Priceless 


This morning we were to 
drive through the city of “M” 
(obviously Minsk). We figured 
it out: There must be so many 
hydrants, for drinking, for cook- 
ing, for washing, for filling our 
field flasks. 

When we reached “M," we 
didn't come to “M,” for jt is some- 
thing that doesn’t exist any more 
and you can’t come to it. We 
reached “M” only according — to 
our maps. For “M" was in reality 
nothing but a bit of smouldering 
landscape. J say landscupe be- 
eause the chimneys which re- 
mained standing between the 
wooden houses looked from afar 
like trees. The fleeing Soviet had 
with his artillery shot “M" into 
the ground and burned it down 
completely. 

Back home in our German gar- 
risons a field flask full of water 
isn’t worth a straw. There it 
merely weighs down the belt from 
which so many other things are 
already hanging.

But a field flask with drink- 
ing water to-day In the East is 
worth more than anything that 
can happen to you. 

That comrade begs as though 
wanted to borrow 100 marks 

Or he offers you other 
in exchange, a whole 
frying pan full of butter, one 
dozen eggxs—whatever he just 
happens to have. 

The other day one Ind offered 
for one ftleld flask full of tea one 
pair of boots which he had found 
abandoned in Soviet barracks and 
which he really intended as a 
substitute for his own, which 
already were pretly dilapidated. 

In peacetime the field kitchens 
usually heat their Kettles for 
drinkables twice daily, once for 
the morning, once for the evening 
coffee. In this war they haven't 
become cold for a single hour. 
They boil 10 and 12 times during 
the day and night. One can come 
to them of mornings at 4, or nights 
at 11, during the pause 
between skirmishes, or in 
the midst of the din of battle— 
their chimneys invarlably exud- 
ing smoke, and their kettles will 
grow cold for the first time only 
after the last shots of this cam- 
paign have been fired. 


Water Prime Need 


How was it. anyway, at home? 
How many metres of waterspout 
did one need eyery morning for 
washing a face that after all was 
really quite clean? 

Yesterday for the first time 
in a long while | was privileged 
really to wash and shave my- 
self. It was a veritable dis- 
sipation 1 indulged in with that 
water. Why, | had two whole 
drinking cups full of water for 
it! 

The saddest soldiers’ eyes I 
have encountered anywhere were 
on the bridges across the large 
rivers, across the Berezina, the 
Dnieper. Eyes of men who for 
days hadn't come off their dirty, 
grimy vehicles and out of their 
hot, dust-covered jackets and 
trousers, and who now — the 
burning sun on a sweaty military 
cap—-were crossing the cool 
water. 

Never have there been such sad, 
thirsty eyes during so proud a 
ride, during their ride across the 
great streams of an opponent who 
js forever retreating farther east- 
ward. 

We yearn for ;so much—for 
example for one hour without the 
din of battle, for one stretch of 
summer landscape that doesn't 
conflagration, for one 
walk through a street of peace 
with’ children’s laughter. Yet all 
this becomes, threadbare and in- 
finitesimal comparéd with the 
yearning for the great water, for 
water for drinking, for bathing, 
for nonsensical wallowing. For 
this war is-the. dirtiest of-all wars!

ANNIVERSARY 
MANIFESTO 


A stirring manifesto. on the 
tenth anniversary of the “Muk- 
den incident” to-day was issued 
by over 340 refugees here trom | 
Manchuria urging the Chinese: 
pcople with the help of the de- | 
mocracies to srive for the re- 
covery of Manchuria. 


Calling for a world united 
front against Fascist aggression, | 
the manifesto pointed out that 
had responsible leaders in the 
League of Nations wisely res-| 
ponded to China’s appeal tu 
check Japan in 1931-1933, ‘the 
League would not have been so 
treacherous:y wrecked and Mus- 
solinj and Hitler would not have 
been given the opportunity to 
embark on their devilish work of 
death." 


While strong support is given 
to the ABC bloc, the message 
calls for serious guarantees such 
us those given to Czechoslova- 
kia, Poland, Greece and other 
powers. As long as no serious 
undertaking is cuncluded between 
China, Great Britain, the Soviet 
Union and the United States and 
as long as the war in Europe and 
the war in Asia are not merged, 
the ABC bloc or any true in- 
ternational front against Fasclsin 
would remain “a mere rhetorical 
and futile gesture.” 

Fears are expressed in the 
manifesto that “an influential 
school of thought” abroad har- 
bours the view that Manchuria 
might be sacrificed in order to 
appease Japan and that in the 
hours of distress and illusion 
which may come in the course 
of war this school of thought may 
influence the decisions of states- 
men of to-day as the school of 
appeasement influenced the rulers 
of Munich days. 


“Manchuria is an integral part 
of China,” says the manifesto. 
“The blood, sweat and tears of 
more than thirty million Chinese 
have moulded from a wilderness 
of the north an_ economically 
developed region. In the whole 
of China it is the richest in re- 
sources and soil, 


“If Manchuria is not restored 
to China, the death of millions of 
Chinese soldiers and the sacrifice 
of hundreds of millions of Chin- 
ese will have been in vain and 
the war of anti-aggression and 
for freedom and human decency 
for which the manhood and 
womanhood of Europe and the 
world are fighting and suffering 
will also have been in vain.”

were possible for re-transfer to the island, in about 


1907, the matter was put 


It was about this time that 
permission was sought, and 
granted, for the erection of the 
present club-house which, since 
then, has been added to and im- 
proved upon from time to time. 

In this conhection it is interest- 
ing to recall that but a year or so 
ago, a “windfall, '’ in the 
form of a legaty’ of £1,600, came 
for the club under the will of the 
late Mr. Thomas Meek, who for 
many years was one of its lead- 
ing members. Proposals were 
made ‘to .spend the mon¢€y upon 
extension but these were 
“shelved” temporarily, it being 
decided that the time was not op- 
portune to commit the club to 
any heavy expenditure, the unex- 
pected but very welcome gift not- 
withstanding. 

In the earlier part of Sts his- 
tory, V.R.C. catered, to a con- 
siderable extent, for yachting, 
rowing, gymnastics and physical 
training, in addition to sewim- 
ming, and though rowing ‘and 
the gymfasium still form part 
of the activities of the club to- 
day, It is swimming that com- 
mands the biggest following. 
Yachting Interest has died out 
almost entirely. 


Boxing Tourneys 


Time was when boxing played 
a big part in the activities of the 
club, so much so that for a_num- 
ber of years Amateur Boxing 
Championships were staged by 
the club, with a special 
tournament open to schools’in the 
Colony. . 

“ V.R.C. also held athletic meet- 
ings annually, on Hong Kong 
Football Club’s ground.

Bengal 
Crisis 
Averted 


What appeared to be an 
impending parliamentary 
crisis in Bengal has been 
temporarily averted. 


Following the recent demands 
for the resignation of the Premiers 
of Bengal, Assam and the Punjab
